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SHOWED UP WOOD. 


The Protege of Ex- Gov. Foraker 
and His Penchant for 
Lying. 


Mayor Mosby Testifies in the Bal- 
lot-Box Forgery Case. 


The Influential Indorsements on the Would- 
Be Smoke Inspector’s Application—Some 
Light on the Forged Fapers— Mayor 
Mosby’s Advice to Gov. Foraker—The 
Vacant Circuit Judgeship—Ex-Senator 
Riddleberger Seriously Ill—The Western 
Missouri Marshalship — Washington 
News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20.—When the 
special House Committee investigating the 
ballot box forgery met thie morning, Mayor 
Mosby of Cincinnati, was placed upon the 
stand. He testified that he knew Wood. First 
met him about August 6, last, when Wood 
came with a letter of introduction from 
KE. O. Hall, Manager of tbe Hall Safe 
& Lock Co., commending him as a 
practical mechanic, Wood also had 


good Smoke Inspector; that he was an hon- 
est, reputable citizen, and a stanch Republi- 
can. This letter was from John C. Otis. Still 
another letter of recommendation to the same 
effect was from George Weber, an iron mer- 
chant of high character and formerly Sheriff. 
Congressman John G. Caldwell of Ohio also 
indorsed Wood as a soldier and a good Re- 
publican; so did W. H. Jones of the Jones 
Electrical Co. August8 witness got a letter 


from C. L. Kurtz, the Gowernor’s Secretary, 
asking to have the place ot Smoke Inspector 
held open. Witness had told Wood he would 
consider his application with others and waited 
to hear from the Governor. August 18 he got 
a letter from the Governor asking him not to 
make an appointment of Smoke Inspector for 
afew days. Witness wrote the Governor in 
reply telling what kind of a man he wanted 
for Smoke Inspector, and August 16 the Gov- 
ernor replied that he had promised to indorse 
Wood’s application in a certain contingency— 
that he had promised him (the Governor) cer- 
tain political information about prominent 
men. Witness said that during this time he 
had received letters from J. H. Leiding, Henry 
Watson and others of a Grand Army Post and 
Charles B. Russell, recommending Wood for 
appointment as a worthy man, a good bust 
ness man and a hard working man. 

The Chairman suggested that these letters 
might be put in without reading; but the wit- 
ness said he would not like to go before the 
country as appointing a man who deliberately 
sat down here last Saturday like a buffoonand 
a fool to give evidence. Soche Was allowed to 
go on reading the letters. One was from 
Powell Crosiey, Mr. Butterworth’s law part- 
ner, and in it Mr. Crosley spoke of Wood as his 
friend. Another was m John Zumstein, 


had met Gov. Foraker Ga the in at Kenia 
when ne told witneas about the ballot- box. 
Witness thought he (Foraker) mentioned not 
only Campbell but Butterworth as being in 
the same deal. Witness afterwards wrote the 


something, and got a reply September 11 by 
telegraph saying that he had not for- 
gotten, that the party would bring 
in the papers that day. Another reply 
received later that day said that everything 
wasall right and next day Wood presented 
his letter of recommendation from Gov. Fora- 
ker. Witness talked with Wood; he seemed 
to be competent and witness determined to 
appoint him, but did not. Next morninga 
gentleman called and said he wanted to say 
something about Wood—thbat he had had 
something to do with the car-hook trouble; 
had attacked a driver and conductor; and 
was a notorious liar. He ale® said 
Wood was the means of breaking up a 
family named Knight, that he was not faith- 
ful to his own family. This man gave his 
name xs George W. Jewell, brother of Wood’s 
wife. Witness thanked him for his informa- 
tion, and proceeded to investigate Wood’s 
career. He told the Chief of Police to look up 
the car hook trouble, and went to see Mr. 
Elliott of the Singer Works. Mr. Elliott said 
he knew nothing of Wood, but, bezug 
pressed, said that Wood wasa liar; that one 
time he told him when caught in a lie that 
amy mother and father were liars before me, 
and Ican’t help it. 

Witness made a note of this. Mr. Elliott 
also told him ofthe Knight affair. He could 
not say Wood was a thief, but he believed him 
to be dishonest, and suspected him of taking 
away pattern. Witness told Wood of the 
things he had learned. Wood attempted to 
explain his relations with Elliott, saying that 
Mr. Elliott had gone back on him, and be 
(Wood) had been discharged by the Singer 
Co. Wood said the story that hne 
had been unfaithful to his family 
was an unmitigated lie, and pro- 
duced evidence. 48 to the car hook 
trouble, Wood said the cuse had never come 
to trial, and witness believed he was correct. 
Witness had been told that Wood had given 
money to T. C. Campbell, his counsel, and the 
witnesses to prevent the trial, but Wood 
denied this. Wood went right along giving 
witness testimony and recommendations from 
first-class wen of Cincinnati, and witness read 
some of them. They were from Krittendorf, 
Ditman & Co., Judge M,C. Bookwalter, A. 
Morrison & Co., H. ager agg Stribley & 
Co., H. J. Reedy & Co., S. R. Wilmot, J. R. 
Hall, Superintendent of the Covington Schools; 
Post Commander Bauer and Wm. C. Lamb of 
Indiana. 

THE FORGED PAPER. 

Witness also read a letter from Mrs. Gibson, 
sister-in-law of Wood, saying that Jewell, 
who had preferred charges against Wood, 
was a mild lunatic, and that Wood was a 
faithful and indulgent husband. Mrs. Gib- 
son's son also wrote to confirm Wood’s 
good relations with his family and 
to denounce Jewell, who had received many 
benefits from Wood. Witness said that he 
had first seen the forged paper September 14, 
when he met Gov. Foraker in the Gibson 
House and the latter showed it to him. The 
Governor said: ‘‘Here are those papers, and 
there las too much of them. Eitnei then or 
later, in answer to a question as to what he 
was going to do with the paper, the Governor 
had said that he was going to do nothing 
with them. The Governor did not gus- 
pect the paper of being a _ forgery, 
althougn he was much surprised to see 
Senator Sherman’s name. He had been told 
in advance of the signatures of Messrs. But- 
terworth and McKinley. Witness took them 
ana said that, if used, the paper would prove 
to be a boomerang as Mr. Campbell, being 
exposed, would turn around and publish all 
the other names. Witness said that Wood 
told him that he got the paper from McLean’s 
secretary; that it was of no use, as it 
had lapsed -N a. yen — the 
last Congress, and an r contract was 
being — Witness told Wood he would 
not act hastily in the matter of the appoint- 
ment. Wood went of town after the publica- 
tion and when he returned called on witness 
snd complaimed of the interview in the 
Star in which witness quoted the statement 
about Wood’s parents being liars. Witness

RACE WAR IN GEORGIA. 


A Fatal Collision Between Whites and 
Blacks at West Point.

West Point, Ga., Jan. 20.—Saturday night 
was one of blood-letting, murder or disorder 
here; one man is dead, two are severely 
wounded and Deputy Marshal Burdette has an 
ugly wound in his back.

Discovery of Wholesale Counter- 
terfeiting of American Coin 
‘in Mexico. 


Five Million Dollars of the Bogus 
Money in Circulation. 


The Startling Discovery Made by New York 
Bankers—An Investigation Showing That 
the Spurious Coin Was Uttered by Pri- 
vate Banks“ in Mexico—Portuguese Ed- 
itors Raising a National Defense Fund— 
A Severe Gale in the English Channel— 
Foreign News. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—The Evening Sun pub- 
lishes a sensational article purporting to give 
the details of a gigantic counterfeiting bust 
ness said to have been carried on by certain 
citizens of Mexico. It states that these in- 
dividuals have within the past two years 
coined 5,000,000 of our silver dol- 
lars nd after shipping them across 
the border have disposed of them with a profit 
to themselves of 28 cents on each dollar. The 
Sun says that during the past few days rumors 
to the above effect have been afloat in Wall 
street, but have been carefully confined to 
a few prominent bankers and f- 
nanciers, who have taken extraor- 
dinary precautions to prevent the 
reports from getting beyond their own little 
circles. Within the past few months, or per- 
haps longer, it has been noticed by bankers 
and other mer who have to do with money In 
the portions of the United States contiguous 
to Mexico, thatthere has been a large and 
unwontedly large number of United States 
silver dollars in circulation. This fact has 
been noted by bankers in Texas, New Mexico 
and Arizona. 

TRACED TO MEXICO. é 

As soon as attention was called to it the 
bankers naturally began to speculate as to 
the causes of it, and to attempt to trace back 
payments made in silver dollars. Certain it 
was that these coins could not have been 
shipped from the United States coin- 
age mints without the knowledge of the 
local banks in Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona. It was found that many of these 
coins could be traced to Mexicans living 
across the border, who had given them in ex- 
change for commodities purchased in this 
country. Then arose the question, where did 
these Mexicans get these United States silver 
dollars in such large quantities? Then began a 


regular investigation which ledto the dis- 


closure of many suspicious circumstances, too 
small to be noticed by themselves, but form- 
ing sufficient links ina chain of evidence 
pointing to one of the most remarkable inter- 


nations, crimes, if such it may be termed, 


that the world has ever known. 
A ‘*PRIVATE BANK.’’ 

This is the conclusion which the bankers in 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona have arrived 
at as a result of their investigations. That a 
band of Mexicans, calling themselves a 
‘‘private bank, have been coining United 
States silver dollars and uttering the same 
to Mexicans, who gave them in return 
for goods purchased on this side of 
border. Perhaps there is more than one of 
these institutions—perbhaps a half dozen. The 
gentlemen who are investigating this gigantic 
plot, if such it proves to be, are of the opin- 
ion, deduced from many minor facts, that 


counterfeiting has been going on, and at 


least five milllon dollars have been foisted 
upon the citizeus of this country by the keen- 
witted Mexicans. How the dollars are uttered 
the instigators do not know. It is possible 
that tne ‘‘private banks’’ or Mexican 
colners of United States money utter 
the coins directly through their own 
employes to the people across the 


border in the United States. In that way they 


would secure to themselves the whole of the 
profit of about 28 cents on eack coin. Or, and 
this seems much the more plausible, they 
utter the coins to Mexicans at a compromise 
value, something between 72 cents and 51.

ARBREAVY sTORM, 


Blizzard Raging in the Northwest—The Snow 
Blockade. 


ST. Faul, Minn., Jan. 20.—A heavy storm, 
accompanied by a gale, set in about 10 o’ clock 
last night, and a regular blizzard is now rag- 
ing throughoutthe Northwest. As yet there 
has been no iaterruption of rallroad traffic or 
telegraphic communication, but the storm is 


very severe. Between five and six inches of 

snow have fallen on the level and the pre- 

vailing high wind has drifted it badly, es-

The Snow Blockade. 


CHICAGdo, III., Jan, 20.—The snow blockade 
in the West and Northwest is one of the most 
complete on record. Not only has travel be- 
come an impossibly on the Western Divisions 


of the Central and Northern Pacific, but the 
telegraph companies are equal sufferers and 
every through wire is down on both these 
routes. The only means of telegraphic com- 
munication wiih the Pacitic Coast now is 
the indirectroute of the Southern Pa 
fic and the volume of busine 
transacted is necessarily limited. Was 
ington and Oregon are shut off fro 
communication with the entire woritd. wi 
the exception of one little zigzag wire th 
atillticks feebly between San Francisco and 
Portiand. Whenthis wire goes down these 
two Northwestern States will be further away 
from New York than China so far as tele- 
graphic communication is concerned, as the 
trains are not running and the snow blockade 
renders it impossible for the felegraph force 
to reach the scene ofthe break. The Western 
Union repairers are snowed up at a halt 
dozen points in the West, and there is 
littie prospects of renewed com- 
munication until the railroads 
have mastered the elements. The 
snow blokade on the Central Pacific road Is at 
Emigrant Gap, near the summit of the Sierras. 
Last night elubt west bounds were snowed in 
and the prospects of the road being opened in 
the next forty-elght hours are poor, as the 
snow plows cannot work through the freezing 
ice and the force of shovelersis inadequate. 
There are 1,500 men at work, but asthe snow 
is seven feet deep on the level and fathomless 
in the cuts, the work of clearing thé track 
While the snow falls is a tremendous labor. 
Oa the Northern Pacific there isa complete 
snow blokade at Sissons near Mount shasta. 
Col Fred Crocker of the Southern Pacific, who 
was going North, has been snowed in there 
for three days ina special train and hoped to 
get out to-morrow. 

The Soutbern Pacific road has been badly 
injured in the Tehachep! Mountains by wash- 
outs and beyond Los Angeles the floods have 
done much damage. The only unobstructed 
road pow ig the Atiantic & Pacific, but as this 
depends on the Southern Pacific connections 
between the Mojave Desert and San Francisco, 
travel on that may be delayed at any moment, 
as it has been raining heavily in Southern 
California for days past, while it is snowing in 
the North. The Western Union advices this 
morning are that the snow is still falling 
throughout the West, so that the prospects 
are by no means encouraging. 


CASUALTIES. 


Killed by an Electric Light Wire—A Bad 
Smash- Up. 


NEWBURGH, N. I., Jan. 20.—This morning 
at o' clock a man stopped his horse in front 
of F. W. rarsons’ shoe store, on Water street, 
tied the animal to an awning post and wens 
away. A few minutes later the horse touched 
bis nose to the iron post and fell into the gut- 
ter like a log. Thomas Dawson ran to help 
the horse, but no sooner did 
he place his hands the animal 
than he (Dawson) fell dead. Thomas 
Saltz, seeing Dawson fall, hastened 
to his assistance and took hold of him to lift 
him up, but received a terrible shock and he, 
too, dropped tothe ground as if dead. An 
aro electric light wire had sagged and lay 
upon an fron rod extending from the awning 
post to the building and the full force of the 
electric current was passing down the tron 
post into the ground. The insulating mater- 
lal ot the wire had become tborougly satu- 
rated by rain. The body of Dawson was car- 
ried into the store and iaid upon the 
floor, where it stil ies awaiting the 
action of the coroner. Mr. Saltz was o 
stunned, he got up, brushed his clothes 
walked away. Neither wasthe horse killed, 
It was cut loose from the post, lifted to its feet 
and driven off. Dawson was a laborer and for 
a number of years a grave digger in 88. 
George's Cemetery. He was a large and pow- 
erful man, weighing over 200 pounds. He was 
well and favorably known and leaves a wife 
and children. There is great excitement and 
indignation in this city. The electric light 
wires, even when taut, arecnly a few in 
above the tron awning frames in front 
bulidings. N. 

It seems that Dawson, in assistingthe 
took hold of the bead - gear, and at once 
t ard, his head striking against the iron 
awning post. An examination of the 
disclosed the fact thatthe deadly current was 
received on the left side of the head, which 
had rested — the awning post. S neck 
was dlistered, the hair singed, and the 
badly burned. Drs. Wiggins and Howell 
sequently made a thorough examination of 
whole body.

Mrs. John J. Conroy Gives Her 
Testimony To-Day in the Case 
of John Mullery. 


She Believes Her Father Is Insane 
in Some Particulars and 
Tells Why. 


Her Statement of How She Endeavored to 
Prevent the Venerable Biacksmith’s 
Marriage—Last Friday for the First 
Time in Her Life He Iusulted Her—He 
Does Not Properly Manage His Affairs 
His Memory Failing— The Defendant 
Calm and Composed as Usual—Scenes at 
the Trial. 


F Again this morning the Probate Court room 
Was thronged with spectators who came to 
listen to the testimony taken in the inquiry 
into the sanity of John Mullery, the aged 
blacksmith who was married less than a 
month ago for a third time against the earnest 
protests of his children. Mr. Joseph L. 
Mullery, the son ef the defendant, who 
“instituted the proceedings in hope of 
preventing his father’s marriage to his pres- 
ent wife, was not in court, and his ssiter,Mrs. 
John J. Conroy, again occupied a seat close 
to Mr. Garesche, the attorney for the prose- 
cution, and, as usual, whispered to him 
words of advice and information concerning 
the conducting of the case from time to time 
until she was herself placed on 
the stand. Mr. A. J. P. Garesche mude his 
appearance in the court-room to-day as one 
of the counsel for the respondents. Ason the 
previous days the venerable blacksmith was 
calm and cool throughout the proceedings, 
and spent much of his time in conversing 
with Mr. Charles P. Johnson, one of his 
counsel. : 

At the opening of court at 10:30 a. m. Mr. 
Garesche wanted to introduce a letter written 
by Mr. John D. Finney to Mr. John J. Conroy. 
concerning the defendant’s condition. The 
letter was objected to by the attorneys for the 


defense. Mr. Garesche argued that it should 
be admitted in testimony,but the Court would 
not let it in. 
a MRS. JOHN J. CONROY 

was then placed on the stand. She testified 
that she was a dauvhter of the defendant ana 
had been married for twenty-two years. Her 
sister Lizzie, a Sister of Charity in New York, 
was 50 years old last December, and was the 
oldest daughter. The witness was the 
second daughter, and was 46 yerrs 
of age, Her mother had died 
thirteen yetrs ago on December 31, last, the 
defendant having married his present wife on 
the anniversary of bis first wife’s death. The 
witness’ father had told her thet he had 
learned his trade at Dublis, Ireland, and he 
wentfrom thereto Athione. 
that men had to be 21 years old before they 
could learn their trade in Ireland. 
was shipwrecked at Halifax and lived there 
for some time, she believed. Afterward he 
wentto Boston, where heresided for four 
years. She heard him state the age be was 
when he came to St. Louis, but she forgot 
Whatit was. The witness heard her mother 
say inthe defendant’s presence that he was 
35 years of age when he married ber. 
Thev were married December 9, 1837. Her 
mother died thirteen months ago. She died in 
1877. The witness said her father had always 
been very kind and in4uigent to bis children. 
Since her .~errkyeshe bad not been living 
with im, but saw him frequently. Up to 
Wi.oin thelast year he had been very kind 
and called on her frequently. 

Mrs. Conroy here burst into tears, and so 
did her daughter, who was seated in the 
courtroom. The defendant kept his attor- 
ney, C. P. Johnson, engaged in conversation 
ulmost all the time his daughter was testify- 
ing. 

The witness, continuingin her testimony, 
stated that she had spoken to the defendant 
about Mrs. Alves. He got very angry at her 
when she spoke about Mrs. Alves. He had 
other matrimonial intentions before and she 
had spoken to him about them. He never 
took her remarks about them kindly. The 
witness said she had told her father she 
had inveatigated the character of Mrs. Alves 
and found it was bad, and offered to take him 
toaman who could give him information 
against her. She made anenyagement with 
the man to meet her father, but the latter 
would not go. This was after the 
Witness’ brother had instituted the 
present proceedings. The proceed- 
ings were not instituted: by her. 
The witness also told the defendant that Mr. 
Kenefick at the Four Courts would also give 
him some information concerning Mrs. Alves. 
The defendant said he would not believe the 
statements. Mrs. Conroy said her father had 
also told her that he did not think he wouid 
marry Mrs. Alves, but said if he felt disposed 
to do so he would not be balked in 
his purpose There was never 
285 objection n the part of the defendant’s 
children to him marrying a proper person. 
When he married his second wife there wus 
no objection on the part of his ehildren and 
their relations with her were always most 
pleasant. 

THE MOTIVE OF THE CHILDREN. 

Mr. Garesche asked the witness what her 
motive was in advising her father against this 
marriage. 

The question was objected to, and Mr. 
Garesche argued in behalf of his question. He 
said that great injustice had been done Mr. 
Joseph L.Mullery by permitting him to testify 
in part to a question, but not permitting 
him to show his motives. This was 
shown by the accounts inthe public press 
which left the impression that Mr. Mullery 
had considered his father sane enough to sign 
n contract. The witness was not permitted 
to tell Why he was willing to let his father 
sign a contract. It was because this agree- 
ment would save the defendant from the de- 
signs of the woman he married, 

ir. Garesche stated that he was up 
out of a sick bed for the first time in two 
weeks. The question had been asked if Mr. 
Joseph Mullery would have taken the same 
interest in his father if he had no money and 
then the witness was not permit- 
ted to explain his motives. It 
war a shrewd trick of two able 
counsel and was a great injustice to Mr. Mul- 
lery and his sister, who were with him in this 
rosecution. Thespeaker bad known John 
lullery for forty years and had never done 
aught egainst him and was not against him 
now. The fact that Mr. Mullery was der 
nn did not prevent hie making a 
will. 
While Mr. Garesche was speaking the de- 
fendant watched him closely and with inter- 
est, but said not a word. 

The court sustained the objection and ruled 
out the question. 

Mr. Garesche asked the witness if she had 
made any inguiries among Mrs Alves’ asso- 
olates concerning her character. 

The question was objected to and the objec- 
tion sustained. 

Mr. Garesche asked if the witness knew the 
reputation of Mrs. Alves in the community in 
which she resided. 

The question was objected to and ruled out. 

The witness stated in answer to a question 
that she bad told her father that a man had 
made to her damaging statements concerning 
his personal knowledge of Mrs. Alves. The 
witness also told her father that there was a 
scandal connecting Mrs. Alves with « vyeter- 
inary surgeon, and related other matters to 
him against the woman’scharacter. The wit- 
ness sister, Mrs, Carlin, had also spoken to 
the defendant concerning Mrs. Alves charac- 
ter. The witness noticed that

A BRILLIANT SCHEME. 
ITLOOMS UP IN run SCHOOL BOARD COMPLI- 
CATIONS OVEE BOOKS. 


How an Effort Will Be Made to Give the 
Centract to a St. Louls Firm Which Has 
Planned to Render Nugatory the Board’s 
Rule an Exchange by Buying Up All the 
Old Books ia Possession of the Scholars. 


INCE the adoption by 

the Seboo!l Board of Di- 

rector Brady’s resolu- 

tien providing for the 

introduction of free 

books ia the four low- 

est grades at the com- 

mencement of the next 

school year there has 

been considerable talk 

about a probable 

change in the. text 

books used. This talk 

— ; bas all oome from the 

advocates oi free books, who have been mak- 

ing the claim that the board could save nearly 

enough to pav for free books if open compe- 

tition were invited. At presentthe board is 

supplied with books by the Book Trust, and 

as there ig a rule that no change can 

be made unless the firm given 

the contract agrees to make an 

exchange with scholars, the trust practicaily 

bas a monopoly. Under the free books sys- 

tem, there is every likelihood that the supply 

required by the board will be much larger 

than it nas been in the past, and that there 

will consequently be a larger profitthan ever 

in the contract. A St. Louls book concern 

which is not in the trust, has been very anx- 

lous for several years to get the con- 

tract for the school supply, but 

has never geen its way clear 

to do so without running the risk of loss until 

now. They are already at work to take ad- 

vantage of their opportunity and if they do 

not win it will not be because they have not 
tried hard. 

Tbe reasons why there is an opportunity a 
this time to knock out the Book Trust can be 
briefly given. They all hinge on the adeption 
of free books, It has been considered almost 
Impossible to get a two-thirds vote of the 
board to change the rule compelling any new 
firm taking the contract to make an exchange 
with scholars, of new books forold, and any 
firm taking the contract under this condition 
would, it can be at once understood, sustain 
a very considerable loss on the first year. In 
order to make up this loss they would have to 
have a surety of retaining the contract for 
several years at least. As the board can 
not give any „such assurance the 
exchange rule formed a breastworks 
behind which the trust was impregnabie. 
The adoption of free books, however, 
changed the situation. The St. Loulg firm 
saw a golden opportunity presented to them 
when this measure passed. They were pre- 
pared to furnish books ata much less cost 
than the trust had been exacting, and they 
pereeived how the ‘‘exchange rule“ could be 
rendered a weak obstacle. It is necessary for 
the board to make a change in text in March, 
Aprilor May, if any is to be made. Sup- 
pose the St. Louis firm secured 
the contract by offering better terms 


than thetrust is furnishing books for at pres- 
ent. It they were obliged to regard the rule 
of exchange and give every child a new book 
for an old there would undoabtedly, as has 
been stated, be a considerable loss for them. 
But the exchange could be avoided in this 
way: Having secured the contract for sup- 
plying the board, the firm would advertise in 
something like the following manner: 
A GREAT IDEA. 

„To Patrons and Children of the Public 
Schools—The School Board PN agreed to 
furnish all scholars in the first four grades 
with books free, there is no reason why the 
books held by the scholars at present should 
be retained, when they can ve disposed of to 

at good rates. 

As everyone who is posted at all on these 
matters knows, there is an immense second- 
hand book trade done in this country, and 
the 86. Louis firm could sell ata profit the 
books which they bought fromthe St. Louis 
children, ana the board would find it neces- 
sary on September 1 next to order asufficient 
supply of new books to provide every scholar 
with a full set. Thus the firm having the 
coptract would make big money off both the 
old books and the ngw. 

This is unquestionably the plan of the com- 
peting firm, and from a business point of view 
none but favorable oriticlem can be passed 
upon it. The firms which are in the trust have 
been apprehensive of such a move as has been 
outlined ever since the talk of free books 
began, and L. M. Dillman, agent of the Van 
Antwerp- Braga Book Co., and Mr. Thalmann, 
agent for Ivison, Biskeman & Taylor of New 

ork, have been circulating among the mem- 
bers of the boara lately to get informed as to 
what might be expected, and to use their per- 
suasive powers to prevent any such change as 
is supposably contemplated. 

MAY SWAMP THE BOARD. 

It a change is made in the text books.“ 
said a gentieman who is well posted, this 
morning, it will result in most serious finan- 
cial complications. The firm obtaining the 
contract will undoubtedly buy up ali the 
books which the school children now have, 
and the board will then have to furnish com- 

lete sets of new books to every child 
n the four lower grades. This will 
cost close on to $60,000, According to 
the statistics of last year there were 
57,000 children enrolled in the schools; 
three-fourths of these are in the lower grades. 
That makes about 42,000 who are enrolled in 
the lower grades. The average cost of books 
per chlld is $1.30. That would make the cost 
of oe books forthe scholars enrolled 
in the four lower grades, $54,000. Consider 
the cost of cases to keep the books in at the 
school-houses, and you have easily an ex- 
penditure of $60,000. 

PRESIDENT MILLER. 

President Chas. F. Miller was seen this 
morning, and when asked if he expected a 
book fight said that he did not. We have a 
rule in the board compelling any firm which 
takes a contract for books to make an ex- 
change of new books for old books 
with scholars. That rule was got- 
ten up especially with a view to stopping book 
fights. It requires a two-thirds vote to change 
it. Iftwo-thirds of the board wish to change 
it, then there will be no fight, because, if two- 
thirds of that board want anything, I tor one, 
even if opposed to it, would have nothing 
more to say. 

DIRECTOR M’ENTIRE. 

Director McEntire said to-day that there 
was nothing in the reportthat he had been 
beseiged with book agents. ‘‘I never saw but 
one ofthem,’’ he said, 'the representative of 
Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co. He came in ‘here 
and started to talk with me when 
Iinterrupted bim and said that I was really 
too busy to discuss books. I wished, how- 
ever, to be fully informed in regard to prices, 
etc., and it he could make it convenient to 
call at another time I would be pleased 
to talk with him. He excused himself and 
said good day. Asforthe statement that be 
tried to argue me into voting for free books it 
is without foundation. Free books were not 
mentioned.’’

JUDGE FISHER MAKES A FEW PERT R- 
MARKS IN A DECISION. 


Something the Male Population Must Learn 
and All Juries Digest—The Scales of 
Justice Not Private Weighing Machines— 
A Lawyer's Strange Peroration—Other 
Rulings. 


OR showing some 
feeling of sympathy 
in a verdict, a jury 
was raked over,’’ as 
it were, by Judge 
Dillon this morning in 
his opinion sustain- 
ing a motion for a 
new triaiin the case 
of John Larkin 
against the St. Louis 


Cable & Western Rail- | 


way Co. He was knocked down and run over 
by a cable car on Fourteenth, near Wash 
street, October 20, 1888. He sued for $10,000 
damages and the jury ,ave bim a verdict for 1 
cent damages, making it in his favor so as to 
shift the costs on the railway company, Lar- 
kin having sued as a poor person. Judge 
Fisher in his decision says: 

„»The plaintiff aske the Court to grant bim a 
new trial in thiscase because the damages as- 
sessed by the jurv are inadequate to compen- 
sate him for the injuries he sustained. * * * 
The evidence showed that plaintiff was struck 
and run over by one of defendant’s cars and 


had one of his limbs badly fractured and man- 


gied, his back injured and also his head, so as 
to render him deaf in one Aar, and that he 
Was confined to the hospital for about three 
months. 
THE COURT INSTRUCTED 

the jury, I think, fairly and fully as to the law 
governing the case as it was presented by 
the pleadings and the evidence and then told 
them in a separate instruction that if upon 
the evidence and the instructions they found 
in favor of the plaintiff they should assess 
his damages at such a sum as would fairly 
compensate him for the injuries that had 
been inflicted upon him. The jury 
did find for the plaintiff and 
assessed his damages at a nominal sum, viz. : 
leent. In so doing they utterly disregarded 
the instruction of the court directing them to 
fix the damages if they found for the plaintiff 
atasum adequate to compensate him for his 
injuries. Noone would for a moment claim 
that 1 cent wasafair compensation for such 
injuries. * * * It is easy to surmise why such 
a verdict was rendered. But the court is not 


permitted to indulge in surmises. It must 
deal with tne record and the facts. Juries are 
not permitted by the law out of sympathy or 
for any other cause to give nominal damages 
in guch a case and thus cast the costs upon the 
defendant, unless there is a just cause against 
bim and if there i# then adequate 
damages should be assessed. And 
it ies the duty of the jury and 
they must be required to pass upon the case 
squarely upon its merits, and so determine it 
and render it accordingly. If a case is not 
fairly made in favor ofa plaintiff the verdict 
should be against him, and if it is fairly made 
in his favorthen he sbould have a verdict 
awarding bim fair and adequate damages. The 
damages given plaintiff by the jury is wholly 
inadequate. He is entitled to substantial 
damages or none.’’ 

The Court here takes the opportunity to 

SCORCH THE JURY 
with a quotation from a damage suit passed 
on by the Court of Appeals last year: 

„The Court of Appeals says, quotes the 
Judge, ‘‘the case was put to the jury upon 
appropriate instructions. * ° * The jury 
rendered a verdict for the plaintiff and as- 
sessed the damages at 1 centand costs. The 
only question is, whether this verdict is so 
smali as to show that the jury, in 
rendering, must have acted from passion 
or prejudice. We think it is the rule that where 
the verdict is either so great or small as to indi- 
cate that in rendering it, the jury disregarded 
the testimony or acted from passion or preju- 
dice it is the duty of the court to set it aside. 
* * „ There isno doctrine of comparative 
negligence in this State. The law has no 
scales with which to determine the compara- 
tive fault of the parties. The plaintiffs were 
entitied to recover compensatory damages 
for the physical pain and suffering which Mrs. 
Welch underwent, or they were entitied to re- 
cover nothing at all. No conscientious person 
can say that 4 cent is an adequate compensa- 
tion for the burt which this poor old woman 
is shown to have suffered. Such a verdict is a 
7 on justice, 1 the case will de re- 
versed and remanded.’

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DISPOSED OF THE CHARGES, 


Judge Thayer Decides the Suit Growing Out 
of a Lindell Hotel Stock Sale, 


Judgment was given the State Savings Asso 
ciation for $7,355.55 in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court this morning against W. C. Howard 
on a note. The case is of more than or- 
dinary interest on account of charges 
of fraud made against parties involved. 


The note on which the State Savings Associa- 
tlon sued was for $5,000. It was drawn March 
1, 1884, by W. C. Howara to the order of 
Charles Scudder and by the latter indorsed to 
the State Savings Association. Howard 
pleaded that the note was given in part pay- 
ment for stock in the Lindell 
Hotel Association sold bim by Scud- 
der and which purchase was made 
on false representations of Scudder and the 
State Savings Association. He gave notes for 
$30,000 and paid $5,000 cash (by arrangement 
with Scudder) to the bank to be applied on 
notes executed by the Lindell Hotel Associa- 
tion whicb Scudder had indorsed and the bank 
had discounted. With his plea he entered a 
counter claim to recover this $5,000. 

Judge Thayer in rendering his judgment 
this morning said he failed to find any ervi- 
dence that the bank had madeany fraudulent 
representations in the mattter. 

He said: ‘‘The trade was obviously between 
Charles Scudder and Howard, The 
next question is whether Charies Scudder 
wade culpable false representations entitling 
the defendant to rescind the sale of the stock, 
and whether the defense is available against 
the bank lu a suit on the note. In substance 
the charge js that Charles and Wm. H. Scudder 
falsely represented to the defendant that the 
Lindell Hotel Association for several years 
prior to the sale had been making large 
profits each year; and, as par- 
ticularized in the testimony, the charge 
is that false representations had been made 
to the effectthatthe hotel had never made 
less than $18,000 per annum. I am not able to 
affirm that the charge of fraud bas deen 
proven, It strikes me in the 
first place as somewhat improba- 
ble that intelligent business men would 
have — represented to another equally 
experienced and intelligent business man 
that the hotel was earning $18,000 per annum, 
and had never earned less than that amount, 
when the books of the hotel were present by 
which the truthfulness of the state- 
ment could be tested, when 
the defendant had been given 
full opportunity to examine the books and 
had made the journey from Texas to this city 

tor the express purpose of investigating the 
affairs of the hotelcompany. It also seems 
very remarkable if such a representation was 
in fact made that the defendant did not exam- 
ine the books of the hotel after being advised, 
as he was, that the 
was then indebted 
of Ae ane 1 that Charies 8 * 
proposed to a s purchase price of his 
Stock, to wit, $30,080 to the —— ot the 
debt of the hotel association. It must also 
have appeared strange that the hotel oom 
pany was legitimately in debt to the amount of 

79.000 if it had always been earning money 
(never less than $18,000 per annum and some- 
times more) and equally remarkable 
that a stockhoider of the association 
whoowned one-half of the entire capital 
stock, to-wit, of the par value of $50,000, in a 
corporation that was earning 18 per cent on 
its capital each year, should willing to sell 
it for $35,000, and to donate the purchase price 
to the payment of the debts. f the hotel asso- 
clation, inwhich he was not thereafter to 
retain or have any interest. Again 
the conduct of the defendant after he had 
bought the stock in question and had been 
elected President of the hotel Company, and 
had accepted the office, in appropriating cver 
$3,000 of the funds of the company and return; 
ing with the money to Texas in utter disre- 
gard of the rights of other stockholders who

The Forfeitures Under His Contract Amount 
to $20,000, but No Effort is Made to Eu- 
toro the Contract—The Lucas, Grand 
and Finney Avenue Protestants to Ap- 
pear in Force—Park Commissioner 
Klemm and His Dear Deers. 


There is a little bill of $20,000 against one 
Charies Sutter, and the prospects are now 
that the amount of the little bill will reach 
between $60,000 and $90,000 before matters are 
nettled. It is now twenty days after the time 
set for the beginning of the street lighting by 
electricity, and from all indications it will be 
at the very least forty days more before a sin- 
gle light is turned on. 

Ever since the Ist of January the Municipal 
Electric Light & Power Co. has been 
letting down on its work until at the 
present time it is going along ata snall’s 
pace and doing comparatively little work. 
In the mean time the penalties of $1,000 a day 
are accumulating, but this does not seem to 
disturb the company in the least, nor cause 
them to hurry the work inany way. Some of 
the members of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments have expressed the opinion thatthe 
electric light company feels confident that the 
necessity for paying up will nevér arise, and 
that the same company has some assurance 
of this, or the total disregard of so impor- 
tant a point would not be so apparent. 

This is the only explanation that has been 
offered, aud is the one which is generally be- 
‘Heved. The condition of the power house 
and plant at last report was that as yet there 
was not a single dynamo in the building, and 
that there was about another month of work 
to be done on the boilers; as to lamps and 
other details the work was far behind. 

While the electric light people are taking 
their time and doing the work up to suit them- 
selves, the city is being lighted by gas under 
an agreement between the city and the La- 


clede company, and the cost of the lighting 
must be paid by the city. 

In the event of the Municipal Assembly tak- 
ing the bitin its teeth again, as it has been 
doing with unpleasant frequency of late, and

A BRANCH POST-OFFICE WILL NOT BE R- 
ESTABLISHED AT THIRD AND OLIVE. 


An Interesting Story of the Recontera ction 
of the@ld Building for Post-Office Pur. 
peses, and Why It Will Not Be Utilized 
Why Congressman Jas. Barnes Se- 
cured the Apprepriation for Reconstrac.- 
tion. 


The merchants and propertyv-owners who 
are interested in the Post-office annex, on 
Third and Olive streets, will be disappointed 
and surprised to learn that there is to be no 
annex in the old Federal building, and thereby 
hangs a tale. 

The news Is likely to cause a good deal of 
disappointment to those merchants on Third, 
Second and Main streets who do not stop to 
think about the change in systems, but it 
will bea surprise, because everyone in that 
locality has been thinking that as soon as the 
old building Is re-constructed the branch of- 
fice will be re-established. The fact thatit is 
not to be partakes ofthe nature of a surprise 

There is a very interesting story back of that 
old bullding, a story that involves large in- 
terests and several well known gentiemen. 

When the Missouri State Bank fuiled it 
caught a number of people, and among them 
James and Calvin Burnes, the former 
being the Congressman from St. 
Joseph, Mo. But Representative Burnes 
and his brother got something out of the de- 
funct bank. They secured some very valuable 


it ia the old Lupe saloon and all the property 
on that block, which was owned by the bank 
before its failure. 
SIX YEARS AGO 

the new Post-office was finished and 
occupied. It furnished ample accommodations 
for allthe Post-office business, but much 
of the business of the city did not leave 
that district. The merchants had been

fortaking the mail to the Post-office. The 
wagon system was introduced and was a suc- 
cess in more ways than one. It resulted in 
getting more mail collected, distributed and 
dispatched than ever before, and as forthe 
sale of stamps the facts soon showed that 

THE ENORMOUS SALE 

atthe annex consisted chiefly of the sale of 
postal cards to printers, and the abolition of 
the office has not affected that portion 
of the business, for the printers must 
have them and they will send anywhere to 
getthem. Sothe wagon system has made the 
annex unnecessary, and now the department 
is worrying over what is to be done with the 
reconstructed annex. Of course, the build- 
ing will be used for government offices, but a 
large part of it has been fitted up and set 
aside for the annex. 

The question, what should be done withthis 
department, was first raised, the Washington 
deputies say, when the building was about 
completed and the Postal Department in- 
quired of Postmaster Hyde what furniture 
would be needed. 

According tothe telegrams from Wasbing- 
ton, Mr. Hyde replied, that as his successor 
was to be appointed soon, he would prefer 
leaving that matter to him. But the depart- 
ment sent him another letter and 
asked fora recommendation from him, and 
he replied in a very brief communication 
in which he suggested that the annex be com- 
pletely abolished. This somewhat discon- 
certed the department, but the suggestion 
was acted upon and no steps have been taken 
to re-establish the annex, because the wagon 
system has made it unnecessary, as Post- 
master Hyde’s recommendation showed.

EAST SIDE MATTERS. 


Items of Interest From East St. Louis and 
Belleville. 


Anumber of Kast St. Louis base ball en- 
thusiasts held a meeting last night to disouss 
the situation and perfect plans for the reor- 
ganization of the Nationals for the coming 
season. Frank Willard presided over the 
meeting and Bert Barnes acted as secretary. 
There were present a number ot 
leading citizens, who have a weakness for the 


national game. The fact that the Tenth Street 
Park nad been leased to a St. Louis cluo was 
discussed at length and with animation, but 
the sense of the meeting appeared to be that 
the Nationals need have no fear of op- 
position. There was some regret, how- 
ever, the former relations of the club with the 
owners of the park could not be continued for 
atleast another year. It was stated that the 
profits of the owners last year were somewhat 
more than one thousand dollars, and the 
opinion was general that with the increase 
of interest in the game tht is ex- 
pected to result from the organiza- 
tion of the Southern Illinois League, the own- 
ers could have made a far better investment 
than they have by renting the park to the 
Nationals on percentage. It was finally 
decided to secure a new location 
and put up a park especially for the 
Nationals. There are several good sites 
that can de obtained at compara- 
tively small expense, and a committee was 
directed to select one of them. Other com- 
mittees were appointed to visit Belleville, 
Edwardsville and Alton and arrange, if pos- 
sible, for the formation of the League. Alton 
and Edwardsville always put good teams 
into the field, and Bellevilie’s repu- 
tation as a good ball town 
is long established. The League can be made 
a strong one and will doubtless be a success. 
The names of some of the players in sight for 
this season’s Nationals were announced 
at last night’s meeting, and were 
received with satisfaction. The batteries will 
probably be Millard and Kane and Carroll and 
Schultz. For in and out fields the clad will 
have Ward, Ewing, Sullivan, Millard and one 
or two other good men. It is intended 
that the players shall each take 
$200 worth of stock in the club and receive 
a percentage for playing. The pitchers and 
catchers will receive $5 for each game over 
and above the players’ pro rata. 

Another big real estate deal is on in East St. 
Louis by which, it it is consummated, an 
English syndicate will become interested in 
the city. The tract negotiated for is the undiv- 
ided half of 254 acres in Illinois City known as 
the Winstanley pasture. M. C. Brown and 
Frederick Weinman own a»half interest in it 
and Col. Tutt of St. Loul wns the other 
half. Col. Tutt now wants to sell 
the tract to an English syndicate, and 
offers Messrs. Brown and Weinman 
$50,000 for tneir interest. They have given 
him an option out at that figure for twenty 
days, and he says he will sell it within that 
time. As Messrs. Brown and Weinman paid 
but $10,500 for their interest, and 
that less than a year ago, any one 
can readily see that they have made a for- 
tunate investment. If they make the deal 
with Col. Tutt they will realize a small for- 
tune, and the value of investments in East St. 
Louis will be more clearly shown that ever 
before. The English syndicate, as Col. Tutt 
told his partnerf in the ownership of the 
tract, proposes to lay out the pasture as an 
additionto thecityand to improve it witha 
number of residence building.s The ground is 
favorably located. 

A well-dressed young stranger, who gave 
the name of William Houton, was arrested at 
the Relay Depot by Officer Ryan, who thought 
he bad observed him acting suspiciously, and 
was released yesterday evening alter his rela- 
tives had been communicated witb. When 
searched at the police station two letters ad- 
dressed to his mother at Mexico, Mo., were 
found in bis pockets.

TO SUPPRESS DUELING. 


FRENCHMEN MUST FIND SOME OTHER WAY 
TO-AVENGE INSULTS. 


A Movement on Foot in France to Panish 
Duelists and Stop the Frequent Murders 
on the Field of Honor—M. Cluseret’s 
Bill in the Chamber of Deputies.

They only 

show their three-cornered hats when the an- 

tagonists have sheathed their swords and are 

preparing to bind their wounds and soothe 

their feelings in some restaurant near by. For 

all French duels end with a repast, liberal as 
the purses of the duelists will allow. 

Eighteen months ago, when the famous 
Floquet-Boulanger duel took place, the police 
agents walked up and down before the res- 
dence of Count Dillon and quietly waited 
until the enemies had arranged their misun- 
derstanding. 

A tew days before the general elections two 
journalists from Marseilles, a Boulangerist— 
M. Belz, and an Opportunist, M. Pierrotti— 
quarreled. M. Plerrotti, secretary of some 
journal, refused to accept a novel sent by 
M. Belz for publication. The latter, in- 
dignant because of this refusal, insulted M. 
Pierrott! and a duel Was inevitable. Besides, 
M. Beiz wished to become a candidate for 
some office, and a duel would make him con- 
spicuous, perhaps popular, therefore he 
seized the first opportunity to place himseif 
before the public. 

BUT FOR ADVERSARY 
he chose an esteemed citizen, a model hus- 
band, a beloved father. Did that fact 
prevent him from carrying out, his 
intentions? No! He must be cele- 


brated at whatever cost, and then he 
did not wish to kill M. Plerrotti. Before going 
on the ground he arranged the mise en scene; 
wentto his bookseller and asked that his 
book be placed in a conspicuous position; 
then to the photographer, who was requested 
to exhibit his photographs. The duel took 
place and the sword of Belz plerced the heart 
of M. Pierrotti. There remain a widow and 
fatherless child. They have lost the one who 
was their only support—their only shield 
from the storms of life. 

Belz and the four seconds were arrested the 
day after the duel, compelled to spend two 
yeurs in prison and to pay asum of money to 
the widow of Pierrotti. 

Opinions about this judgment are divided. 
The public says: ‘‘It ig too lenient if the right 
of dueling bedenied; toosevereif the duel 
be not punishable by law. 

The decision of the court leaves intact the 
duel question, and the jurors have only 
**beaten about the bush.“ They have not de 
cided the points whether Belz was asimple 
assassin or whether he was a duelist, fortu- 
nate, from the standpoint of duelists; 
unfortunate, from that of humanity. 

It — 1 that in France the duel is out - 
side of all law, has nothing whatever to do 
with ordinary murder or ordinary agsassin- 
ations, and each time that government has 
tried to render the duel, if not impossible, at 
least less frequent, the attempt has beena 
failure, 

Last year Mgr. Freppel, Bishop of Angers, 
representing his|parishioners in the Chamber 
of Deputies, proposed to Parliament the 
adoption of a severe law with reference to 
duels and duelists. The law was not passed 
in fact, recelved but few votes. This year 
ex-Communist Cluseret, whom. the Electors 
of Toulon had the — 1 to send to Par- 
liament, bas imitated his colleague, Freppel, 
and submitted a proposition for the passage 
ot alawtopronibit duels. This proposition 
will be discussed by Parliament atthe begin- 
ning of the next session, but we do not need 
the foresight of a prophet to predict for it the 
same success that its predecessors had. The 
deputies refuse to settle the dueling question 
because they consider the duelan old French 
tradition, dificultto uproot, a bizarre cus- 
tom, perpetuated only 

IN SPECIAL SOCIAL SPHERES. 

M.Cluseret, radical in everything, wishes to 
take the French people back to the time of 
Richelieu, but this will not be possible. In 
his ‘‘explanation of motives’’ M. Cluseret 
denounces the ‘‘iniquity of the duel,’’ and 
ridicules the adversaries ‘‘who exchange 
little balls that are pleased to hiss at them.’’ 
But sometimes the ball or the sword produces 
deadly effect, as in the Belz-Pierrotti duel, and 
this calculation nas been made: The duel 
with the same number of combatants, has 
made in France more victims than have been 
made by war. 

M. Cluseret adds that to fight is stupid, 
and proves nothing. Of course he is right, 
and many Frenchmen are of his opinion, but 
the day that one of these same Frenchmen 
has a difference with bis neighbor, his first 
exclamation will be, 4A duel is the only 
means of satisfying my honor.’’ 

So long as Frenchmen reason in this way 
so long will the duel exist, no matter what 
be the result of M. Oluseret’s law against 
dueling. Apropos of this, it is related that 
two gentlemen, seated on the same bench in 
a — — quarreled about dueling; the 
enemy of dueling suddenly heard himself ad- 
dressed by a third person in these terms: 
„Tour arguments are cowardly!’’ This en- 
emy of dueling sprang up furious: Mon- 
sieur,’’ cried he, ‘‘I challenge you. You will 
arrange with my seconds. 

M. Cluseret is very emphatic in his denun- 
cilations and thoroughly familiar with the 
origin and history of the duelin every country. 
The other day he said: It is not possibie 
that republican France, daughter of the 
people and of the rights of man, will 
continue to tolerate a practice odious as itis 
ridiculous. It is not possible that France 
intends to return to barbarism, and I belieye 
that sensible Deputies will vote forthe pass- 
age ot my bill. inthis I propose that he who 
challenges shall be imprisoned for from two 
to six months, that the seconds shall suffer 
the same punishment, and that he who ridl- 
cules in public a person unwilling to fight a 
duel shail pay afine of from 16 to 200 franos., 


He who 
WOUNDS HIS ADVERSARY 

shall be imprisoned from two to three years, 
and he who kilis his opponent shall not only 
pay damages to the family of bis victim, but 
shall be imprisoned for from six to twelve 
years. Any newspaper that publishes an ac- 
count of a duel shall be fined from 16 to 500 
francs, and the editor thereof shall be im- 
prisoned for from six days to three monthe.’’ 

This is a great reform proposed by M. Clu- 
seret, but the French ople ask, with 
whatwill he replace the duel?’’ 

France bas no law, like other countries, to 
protect the honor of families, the good names 
of wives and daughters. And Paul de Cas- 
sagnac, one ofthe famous duelists, says: ‘*I 
have fought fourteen duels, eleven with 
swords, three with pistols, and in 3 of * 
experience, Iam an adversary of dueling. 
shall be the first to applaud its 3 
but we must have ita moral equiva- 
lent. M. Cluseret does not consider 
duels serious; I assure you that in 
very few instances are they anyth! else but 
serious. My dueis have terminated in serious 
wounds for both parties, and my experience 
is that of others. If M. Cluseret frames the 
beginning of bis proposition in this manner It 
will certainly fall to theground. But in France 
everything depends on this fact—if the laws 
do not protect us we must protect ourselves, 
and to this point we shall return, even if duels 
be abolished.’’ 

M. Andrieux, another duelist, says: Should 
this law be passed it will not affect so much 
the adversaries as it will the seconds. A man 
shows much devotion for a friend when he 
risks imprisonment by being bis second in a 
duel. But with what shall we replace the 
duel? Shall we fight with our fists? Are we 
all to become pugiliste? We must have some

SILENCE THE BETTER POLICY. 

The administration organs which are 
loudly defending the President and At- 
torney-General MILLeR from aspersions 
cast upon them by reason of their conduct 
in regard to the Dudley case are acting 
unwisely. Silence would be far more 
politic. 

The Indianapolis Journal takes the Posr- 
DispaTcu to task for criticising the ad- 
ministration on this score. It declares 
that DUDLEY was not indicted, because 
sufficient evidence to indict him could not 
be found. The Journal’s statement merely 
serves to bring out the damning circum- 
stances of the case. There was no lack of 
evidence against DUDLEY. His infamous 
circular, to the receipt of which ample 
testimony was at hand, was the best kind 
of evidence. 

DUDLEY was not indicted bevause Judge 
Woops gave such instructions to the 
Grand-jury as precluded his indictment 
on the best of evidence. In giving these 
instructions Judge Woops reversed his 
previous instructions on which a Democrat 
was indicted. It was the worst case of a 
Judge stultifying himself on record. Why 
did Judge Woops do it? What could have 
induced him to write himself down a fool 
and in so doing perform an act which he 
must have known would bring upon him- 
self the odium of protecting a criminal.

THK CZAR’S MADNESS. 

The report that the Czar is threatened 
with madness is not surprising. The won- 
der is that mental derangement should 
follow so slowly upon long-continued 
political lunacy. 

The present Czar is an heir to a cumu- 
lative tendency to destructive mad- 
ness. His perceptions are so distorted that 
he fails to see the iniquity of making the 
interests of a whole people subservient to 
his own; he cherishes the illusion that one 
man has a divine right to lord it over a 
nation, to oppress the poor, to issue arbi- 
trary commands and enforce them with 
bayonets, to take the property and earn- 
ings of the people without asking leave, 
to exile, imprison and slay those who 
criticise him or whisper of freedom. He 
foolishly imagines that the irrepressible 
desire for liberty and the right to justice 
can be crushed with prisons, gallows and 
muskets. 

Yet he is not without at least an inar- 
ticulate sense of the wrong which he is 
doing. Itis manifested chiefly in the form 
of fear, which EMERSON Calls the carrion 
crow of ill-gotton wealth and oppressive 
government. it has haunted him day and 
night. Like an ill-omened bird it has 


‘hovered over his vouch and perched above 
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poison and bomb has pressed upon him, of law. The committee seemed to be 


and the avenging spirits of men and 
women starved, imprisoned, exiled and 
slain that he mightrule pursue him. He 
cannot trust his paid guards because they 
too have human feelings and aspirations, 
He often finds enemies in his trusted 
friends. His conscience tells him that the 
people hate him. He is afraid to trust 
them. SR 

It is not surprising that in his fear- 
haunted isolation he should become fren- 
zied and fall into madness, nor that it 
should be bequeathed to his successors 
until Czardom is abolished or a Czar shall 
arise who loves justice more than power.

CARPET-BAG SENATORS. 

Several Senate decisions are cited as 
precedents for a declaration that BRICE is 
ineligible as a Senator from Ohio. Ar- 
BERT GALLATIN removed from Pennsyl- 
vania to Virginia in 1791, but returning in 
1793, and being elected a United States 
Senator by the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
he Senate pronounced him ineligible and 
declared the seat vacant on the ground 
that his change of residence had deprived 
him of his formér qualification as an 
‘finhabitant” in the constitutional sense 
of the word. When Gen. Aus resigned 
his army commission in Mississippi, 
declared his intention to be a per- 
manent inhabitant of the State and 
was elected a United States Senator, 
TRUMBULL of Illinois, EpMuNDs of Ver- 
mont, CONKLIN of New York, CARPENTER 
of Wisconsin and THURMAN of Ohio being 
members, the Senate’s Judiciary Com- 
mittee reported against the admission of 
AMES, and in spite of his declaration of 
intention the Senate declared the seat 
vacant on the ground that his mere resi- 
dence in Mississippi did not make him an 
inhabitant of the State. But plutocracy 
had not then the same hold it now has on 
the Senate, and in the Brice case that 
body will probably hold that in spite of 
his long residence in New York he is still 
an inhabitant of Ohio, if he can show that 
he has continued to claim and exercise the 
political rights of a citizen of the latter 
State and has never claimed or exercised 
such rights as a citizen of New York.

EX-GOv. FORAKER has testified on the 
witness stand that as Governor of Ohio 
and a candidate for re-election he prom- 
ised the office of Smoke Inspector in Cin- 
cinnati as a reward to a man who under- 
took to procure for him documents 
connecting not only his Democratic com- 
petitor but SHERMAN, MCKINLEY and 
others of his eminent Republican asso- 
ciates with a corrupt job in legislation. 
His own evidence is a confession that 
Gov. FORAKER used an  0Ooffice at 
his disposal as a bribe and prom- 
ised it to a forger for a forged docu- 
ment which he desired for political 
use only. His only plea in extenuation 
of his conduct is that he did not know the 
names were forged, and that while he fell 
readily into the belief that the most emi- 
nent Republicans in Ohio were a lot of 
corrupt scoundrels, he intended to expose 
CAMPBELL only and to hold the docu- 
ment in secret over the heads of 
his party associates. Gov. FoRa- 
KER has been denounced and blac«k- 
guarded a good deal by Democrats for his 
intense sectiognalism and partyism, but 
nobody ever imputed to him such mean- 
ness and rascality as he has confessed on 
the witness stand.

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So LONG as the office of Recorder of 
Deeds in the District of Columbia was 
held as a political plum dedicated ex- 
clusively to the payment of the campaign 
debts of Republican Presidents, it was 
understood to bea very rich fee mine, but 
just how rich it was no Committee on the 
District of Columbia ever told. Not until 
Mr. CLEVELAND gave it to a Democratic 
nigger’’from Massachusetts did the spirit of 
reform inspire Senator Dawes to reveal 
the fact that this “nigger” was receiving,as 
FRED DovuGtas had received, about $20,000 
a year net for services not worth more than 
$3,000. The Dawes proposition to fix the 
salary at the latter sum hereafter and to 
turn the fees into the Treasury for the 
benefit of the District is as commendable 
as the Missouri coal oil inspectorship 
bill, which was defeated by the Gover- 
nor’s ring at Jefferson City last winter.

Contrasting this with 
the cold, repellant attitude of the United 
States Government, the Brazilian Re- 
publicans are beginning to think that, in- 
stead of diplomatically dissembling our 
love, we would actually like to kick them 
out and welcome Dom PEDRO back to his 
throne.

A STATEMENT CORRECTED. 

He preserved a strict slience for awhile, but 
finally, when some remark relativeto the 
lack of self-possession and coolness that must 
have characterized the actors on the fatal 
Good Friday of 1865 was made, would hold his 
peace no longer. 

„„I was on the stage when President 
Lincoln was shot,’’ said Mr. Hawk, ‘‘and 
I wus the only person that 
was. To say that no one can remember the 
last words that Lincoln heard, is nottrue. 1 
remember them exactly, and will never for- 
et them. For others I cannot speak, but for 
my own part, I recollect the last words that 
were uttered perfectiy. After events im- 
pressed them indelibly on my mind.’’ 

AN ACCOUNT BY AN EYE- WITNESS. 

When asked to state what they were Mr. 
Hawk at first declined, but was 
finally induced by a representative of 
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Abraham Lincoln. 


the Post-DISPATCH to give an account of 
what happened on that eventful night. 1 
have never cared to talk much about the mat- 
ter, Mr. Hawk said, as Il entertain a warm 
friendship for Edwin Booth, and know that 
he is extremely sensitive on the subject of 
John Wilkes Booth. I have known Edwin for 
many years, and have heard him speak in tne 
most affectionate terms of his father 

bis sisters and other members 0 

bis family, but he never in m — — men- 
tioned his brother’s name. therefore have 
refrained from saying anything about the as- 

sassination of Lincoln, and only consent to 
doso now because my silence is likely to 
allow some misstatement in regard to an im- 
portant historical event to go uncorrected. 

„On the night that Lincoln was shot, Mr. 
Hawk continued, ‘‘I was cast for the 

art of Asa Trenchard in ‘Our Amer- 
can Cousin.’ knew Wilkes Booth 
will, and, as it chanced, had seen bim and 
spoken to him that very afternoon at 2:30 
o’ clock. He was reading a letter at the time, 
and seemed disinclined to enter into conver- 
sation, so I left him. He always was eccentric, 
and I noticed nothing peculiarin his appear- 
ance. I was in the habit of seeing him every 
few days, and would not have remembered 
the last meeting had it not been for what hap- 
pened afterward. 

THE FATAL GOOD FRIDAY. 

„On the night of Good Friday there was a 
large audience at Ford’s Theater. President 
Lincoln occupied a box, not on the lower tier 
but on the second, Subsequent measurement 
proved that it was just 3 teet and nine 
inches above the stage. The performance 
very smoothly, and there 
was no interruption until the very end 
of the next to the lastact. The play was in 
some respects different from the version 
played by Sothern, after Lord Dundre was 
made the star part. As Asa Trenchard I bad 
burntthe will, and the scheming English 
mother who was trying to marry me to her 
daughter had learned that I was not heir to 
the property. She pusbed her daughter out 
of the way, and saying, ‘you don’t know the 
manners of good society,’ withdrew from the 
stage. This left me alone. I had my 
back tothe President’s box, and said: ‘Don’t 
know the manners of good society? Ika w 
enough to get ahead of you, you darned old 
sockdolaging mantrap. Just as I had 
spoken and was In the act of turning around, 
I heard a shot fromthe boxes. wheeled 
and looked at the box just below the Presl- 
dent’s. A moment afterwards Booth spran 
upon the stage. As be struck he stumbl 
forward and half fell upon one knee. Iknew 
him in an instant. He wore an 
ordinary black sack coat, the same that 
he had on in the afternoon when I spoke to 
him. He instantly regained his feet, faced 
the audience, brandished his knife, shouted 
‘sic semper tyrennis,’ and ran across the 
stage, disappearing through oneofthe sige 
entrances. The whole thing happened ina 
few seconds. As he ran I noticed no per- 
ceptible limp, and do not understand how it 
was that he ran 80 rapidly with a badly broken 


leg. 
SCENES IN THE THEATER, 

J ran into the wings, but could see noth- 
ing of him, 80 I ran back across the stage 
toward the other side. I had no idea at the 
time what had happened. AsI passed across 
the stage Maj. Stewart, an officer of the army, 
who was in the parquétte, olim 
the orchestra rail, vaulted upon 
stage and caught me by the arm. ‘Did you 
stop that man? Where did he go?’ he said. 
‘No,’ I answered, What bas he done?’ 
‘He has shot the President,’ was the answer. 
I glanced up at the Presideat’s box, but was 
so near it that I could not see plainly what 
was going on. I could only see that the Presi- 
dent’s head had fallen forward. In an instant 
the theater was in a commotion and the 228 
was crowded. Thecry then arose ‘Give the 
President air,’ . and the entire 
audience filed quietiy out. I was 
arrested that night and kept in jail for several 
days, finally being released on 1. The au- 
thorities said that they did not know who was 
in the plot, or how far it had spread, and had 
to arrest ev one who could bave the 
slightest connection with it.

A MYSTERIOUS PAIB. 


Arraigned in the First District Police Court 
To-Day. 


In the First District Police Court this morn-

Two of them, 
Pugh and Howarth, were overhauled while 
the third, a young fellow named Aleine, who 
hangs aboutthe Union Depot, succeeded in 
getting away. At the Chestnut Street Station, 
a half brick tied in a heavy towel was found 
under Howarth’s coat.

Both men gave their age as 23 years.

Half an hour later Charles A. Gitchell ap- 
peared at the station-house and gave bond for 
the appearance of the prisoners in the police 
court. The three left the station together. 

Sergt. Hennessey gives the record of one of 
the trio.

THERE I8 A STRONG FEELING 
among the older members of Congress in ta- 
vor of leaving all matters that can be so dis- 
posed of in the hands of the regular committes 
and to avoid, as far as possible, the appoint- 
ment of special committees. It was argued 
that in the case of the location of the World’s 
Fair that there was little reason for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee, as it was a 
well recognized fact thatthe matter would 
not be decided by any report, but would be 
determined bythe House of Representatives 
as a body. There had, it was said, been a 
strong tendency manifested to refer ali 
matters of any importance to special com. 
mittees, leaving those regularly appointed 
little beyond mere routine work to do, and 
naturally the members of the House of 
Representatives who bave been accustomed 
to serve on these committees are strenuous 
oftheir prerogatives, and inclined to check 
any tendency to circumscribing them. This 
feeling caused fully fifty votes to be cast in 
favor of the proposition to leave the matter in 


the hands of the Committee on Foreigp Re- 
lations that would not have been cast for 
egy om On the other hand it is estimated 
that m fifteen to twenty votes that will be 
given to Chicago were cast against the prop- 
osition, as among the newer members who 
have not been favored with appoiatments by 
the Speaker there has been a strong tendency 
to rebel against what they call the tyranny of 
committees. é 
ST. LOUIS THES GAINER. 

It was noticed when the vote was taken that 
the other members were very generally &in- 
clined to cons the matter to the re 
committee, while those who were newi 
elected desired an additional committee 
named. The strong vote for Chicago was re- 
garded, under the vircumstances, as dis- 
tinetly favorable to St. Louis. The city — 
the sewer developed nearly its full 
strength and the loss of prestige incident to 
failure is counted on as worth many votes to 
St. Louis.

FREE SCHOOL BOOKS. 


John W. O'Connell Says He Was the Man, 
Mr. Mockler Claims Mr. Cupples First 
Introduced the Matter, While Director 
Brady Believes He Is Entitled to the 
Honor—Mr. Meckler Pulls the Record on 
the Claimants.

been the original advocate of the scheme. 

Mr. Brady, it will be seen by his interview 

below, thinks be was .the father of 

the movement and Mr. Thomas Mockler, 

an ex-member of the board, also 

lays some claim of being a pioneer in the 

matter of free books, though he gives to Mr. 

Samuel Cupples the credit of being the origi- 

zal advocate of them. Mr. Mockler states 

thatatthe September session of the board in 

the year 1877 Mr. Cupples, who wasthena 

echool director, introduceda resolution to 

have all children attending the pubtie schools 

supplied with free books, and in the election 

held that fall five directors were elected on a 

free-book platform, among them being Mr. 

O'Connell and Mr. Mockler himself. The lat- 

terin December of that year revived the 

resolution of Mr. Cupples, and on March 12, 

1878 the question came up fora vote. A ma- 

jority report was made againstitby Mr. Jen- 

nings of the joint committee; on text books, 

but Mr.O’Conne!l submitted a minority report 

of the committee favoring the resolution of 

Mr. Cupplesrevived by Mr. Mockler. The 

majority report was adopted and the free 

books move defeated. Stillthere was a gain 

for the advocates of free books, as the major- 

ity report favored the supplying of the chil- 

dren with nooks at the cost of the School 

Board, and this system has been in vogue in 

the schools ever since. In support of his 

statements Mr. Mockler produces the printed 

official proceedings of the Scnool Board for 

the year 1878. The meeting of March 12 of that 
year is detailed as follows: 

TEXT BOOKS. 

Mr. Jennings, Chairman from the Joint 
Committee, submitted the following report: 

GENTLEMEN—The undersigned, your Joint 
Committee of Ways and Means, Teachers, 
Supplies and Course of Study, to whom was 
roferred the resolution of Mr. Meckler with 
reference tothe furnishing of books gratui- 
tously to all the pupils of the St. Louls Public 
Schools, respectfully report that they have 
duiy considered the same, and recommend 
the adoption of the 1 resolution: 

Resotved, That the Commit 
be instructed to ascertain the number ef each 
kind of book necessary to * public 
schools.of tbis city with the books required 
during the nextquarter of the present scho- 
lastic year, and then to purchase such books 
in time to supply the scholars with them dur- 
lag said period at cost price.

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INNOCENT INFLUENZA. 


THE PREVAILING FPIDEMIC HAS NOT IN- 
CREASED THE DEATH RATE. 


Health Depariment Statistics Which Prove 
That La Grippe Is Not Fatal in St. Louis, 
Whatever It May Be Elsewhere—Com- 
parisons Which Show Well fer the City— 
Physicians’ Views. 


HE grip is not increasing 

the death rate in St. Louis. 

It has had that effect In New 

York and Chicago, but thus 

far St. Louis has escaped se- 

rious consequences of the 

epidemic. ‘‘La grippe“ or 

co ‘*Russian influenza“ are not 

accepted by the City Health 

Department as causes of death. Indeed, no 

one ever died of the grip. The symptoms may 

be present at the introduction of pneumonia 

or some other disease of the respiratory or- 

gans from which death results. If a sufferer 

from the grip is not properly cared for, pneu- 

monia is very likely to follow the attack and 
may result fatally. 

So in looking for the fatalities of the epi- 
demic one must look in the death statistics to 
the account of deaths from pneumonia and 
other diseases of the respiratory organs. 

The epidemic reached St. Louis in the latter 
part of Decemper. The exact date is not 
known, butit is thought to be about Christ- 
mas Day. It is the first epidemic of influenza 
for fifteen years or more, and so a comparison 
by weeks with other years will show whether 
the epidemic has had any influence. The fol- 
lowing table was compiled with that view 
from the returns inthe offices of the Health 
Department. It shows the total deaths, 
deaths from pneumonia and deaths from 
other diseases of the respiratory organs, for 
the past five weeks, compared with corre- 
sponding weeks in 1888 and 1887.

that up to January 12, this winter bas had a 
decided advantage over last winter, the total 
deaths for the five weeks being 68 less. The 
number of deaths from pneumonia were 20 
less, and deaths from other diseases of the 
bo riage A organs 10 less. And yet December, 
1888, and January, 1889, were remarkably free 
from pneumonia as compared with previous 
years. How the months compared with those 
of the previous winter can be seen in the 
table printed above. 

It is only inthe week just ended thatthe 
comparison with 1889 does not show a smaller 
total of deaths, and fewer deaths from pneu.- 
monla. It willbe observed that the deaths 
from this cause increased from 8 
in the week previous to 382 or 
200 per cent, and the increase 
over the same week in 1889 is 15, or almost 50 
per ceut. In view of the explanation pre- 
viously given these figures would naturally 
cause alarm if other facts were not considered. 

The total deaths of the same week in 1888 
was 215, nearly 25 per cent more than the total 
of last week. Then the deathsfrom pneéu- 
mounia were 84, against 32 in last week. The 
winter of 1887-88 wasan average winter re- 
garding diseases of the respiratory organs. 


PHYSICIANS SAY 
that the cases of grip or influenza diminished 
pereeptibly last week, and there were fewer 
new cases than were observed in any of the 
three preceding weeks. This, notwith- 
atanding that the alternating cold and warm 
weather and the rains is thought to be favor- 
able to the spread of the disease. Such 
weather is known to be favorable to the in- 
crease inthe number of cases of pneumonia 
and for the aggravation of such cases. 


UR. WALTER L. BLICKHAGN, 
clerk to the Board of Heaith, said: ‘‘The in- 
crease in the number of deaths from pneumo- 
nia does not prove that the grip has become 
fatal in St. Louls ag it has been in New Y rk 
and Chicago. At this time of the year there is 
always a great deal of pneumoniaand we have 
had less than might reasonably be expected. 
The single fact that one week of 1889 was 
freer from pneumonia than the same week of 
1890 proves nothing, as a more extended com- 
parison with 1888 and previous years in which 
the grip was not epidemic, show larger num- 
bers of deaths from that cause. The mildness 
of this winter has made people careless, and 
doubtless many had not prepared themselves 
for the sudden cold weather. Then the 
weather recently has been quite favorable to 
the development of pneumonia, I would not 
ascribe any one of the deaths reported to the 


grip.’’ 
DR. WARREN G. PRIEST 

said: ‘*The statistics do not bear out the as- 
sumption that the grip has increased our 
death rate. In 1890 the week ending January 
19 has a total of 174 deaths, of which 89 are 
from diseases of the respiratory organs. 
The same week 1888 had — total 
of 215 deaths, of which 49 
were caused by diseases of the réepiratory 
organs. In 1890 there was an epidemic of 
grip; in 1888 there was not. In 1890 the popu- 
ation of St. Louls is some thousands greater 
than in 1888. The winter of 1888-89 was very 
mild, the severely cold days few, and in con- 
sequence there was less pneumonia than in 
previous years. That accounts for the smaller 
number of deaths in the week corresponding 
to the week ending yesterday. I shall be 
greatly surprised if this week Goes not com- 
pare favorably with any week of last year.’’

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A Substitute for Jute. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jans 20.—The cotton planters 
are just now deeply interested in experiments 
made in substituting the fiber of bear grass 
tor jute. There has been nothing in recent 
years that has aroused them so much as the 
combination made on jute, and they have 
turned in every direction to find a substitute, 
bat until now with but little hope of success. 
The availibility of bear grass has been discov- 
e by Walter Forbes of this city, who sepa- 
ra it by a chemical! process,and who claims 
itwill produce 8 per cent of pure maniila 
fiber. He also says the grass fiber 
will be better than jute, as it is stronger 
and cheaper. The grass grows in profusion 
all over the south, and it is estimated that it 
dan be made to yield twenty tons per acre,

ELLSWORTH, Me., Jan. 19.—Mayor Alken of 
this city is furious about an occurrence of 
Thursday evening, and promises to make it 
hot for a party of men, young and old, re- 


sponsible for the happening of it. The Mayor 
is exceedingly moral in his views, and for 
some time past certain persons have been en- 
deavoring to obtain a license for a sparring 
match in the City Hall. but he has strenuously 
opposed it. The projectors were determined 
the fight should occur in spite of the 
Mayor’s opposition, and accordingly in the 
early partof the evening they hunted up the 
janitor of the hall and told him the Mayor had 
given them permission toenter the hall and 
have an athletic exhibition. The janitor 
credited their story, unlocked the doors, and 
about forty orfifty of the sports of this city 
and Bangor, who were in the secret, filed into 
the building. Not only did they hold a prize 
fight, but they placed their ring within the 
sacred precincts of the municipal court 
room, which is more remotely located than 
the main hall. It was after 10 o’clock and the 
cold weather had driven the city people home 
early, sothat the contest occurred without 
interruption. The fight was between Isaac 
Talbot, a burly negro, who claims the heavy- 
welght championsbip of Maine, and Harry 
Gardner, a lighter-colored pugllist and a big 
favorite in this city. It was a hot fight from 
the start. Talbot proved too much forthe 
local gladiator, who was knocked alily in the 
third round and carried away by his friends. 
So quiet was the affairthat nothing was known 
aboutit by the Mayor until last night. He is 
just now the maddest man in Ellsworth. The 
luckless janitor has been dismissed, and the 
City Marshal bas been ordered to arrest every 
man who aided or abetted the fight. The 
Mayor says he proposes to prosecute the par- 
ties concerned to the fullest extent of the law, 
and there will be no more prize fights in Elis- 
worth if he knows it.

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AF@ER MANY YEARS. 


An Ex-Soldier Dies From the Effects of an 
Old Wound. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

BANGOR, ME., Jan. 19.—The Penobscot bar 
has lost by death another of its best known 
members, Otis Gilmore, who diedfrom the 
effects of one ofthe most peculiar accidents 
known to the medical world. Mr. Gilmore 
served throughout four years of the war in 
the Fifteenth Maine Regiment, and although 
he had ever since bean in ordinary health he 


had atyarious times felt the effects of his ex- 

posure to the Southern climate and of a 
wound which he received. To the latter cause 

the physicians ascribe his death. One week ago 
Friday Mr. Gilmore was at business. During 
the early hours of the following morning he 

was awakened by the most intense pain in 
one of his legs and he found that he was un- 
able to move the limb, every strong effort to 
do so materially adding to his sufferings. 

Physicians were summoned. After examina- 
tion they told him tnat his old wound had 
caused a gradual poisoning of his blood and 
that the bone between his bip and ankle joints 
had absorbed the poison, a case as unique as 
it was rare. The bone had gradually lost 
vitality until it reached a state where the 
weight of the leg had causéd a spontaneous 
fracture. The disease is known in medical 
lore as necrosis of the thigh bone. His only 
chance for life was in immediate ampu- 
tation of the limb. Surgeons cut it 
off as near the body ae pos- 
sible, hoping that the vitality there 
was sufficient to heal the wound. His pulse 
sank from 150 to a point where it coulda not be 
detected during the operation and it was only 
by the prompt use of restoratives and outside 
ald to the — r that life was kept within 
bim. Saturday night the wound suddenly 
commenced to bleed. The poisoning process 
had continued. An artery bad given way and 
secondary hemorrhage resulted. The wound 
was promptly torn open, the artery caught 
up! some distance above and the flow of 
blood stopped. The patient never rallied, 
however, but passed away In afew hours 
from weakness.
